Tho-celebrated poli- 
tician and writer, Williom Cobbott, began life 
as 8 private soldier, and taught himselfto rend by 
the light of the guardroom fire, Ho tells us that 
so hungry naed he to ke, that once, when with 
great care he had put by abalfpeuny or penny to 
‘treat bimsulf to a red herring and someone siolo 
the coin, he sotually cried with vexution—and 
starvation, The- pay. at that time was about 
fourpencoa day. There were no librarios, recrea, 
tion rooms, or any kimd «£ invocent amuse 
mente in barracks, And it wasevea worse in 
foreign stations, 

Besides the monotony of ‘the ioldiors’ duties, 
the diecomforts of burracks ward groat. The 
cubic spuce allowed by regulation ‘svas B00ft. 
por mau; now it is 600. ‘Tho barrack-100ms 
were low, badly warmed, and without light after 
Bupret, and al) washing waa done in them, for 
there wore no ablution-rooms or laundrice. It

Discharges were permitted as a reward for 
good conduct, and were ordered by court-martial 
in extreme caves of miscondtct; bat if you were 
not very good or very bad, or medically unfit, 
you conkl not get away at all. Desértion was. 
the principal crime, which neither shooting nor 
flogging \up to 2,000 lashes) could prorent. ; 
“. Lhe clothes of our soldiers were ay nacomfort- 
able as they were unworkmanlike snd ridiculous 
—Georgs LV. moeddled- much in military mil- 
linery; . He was strong on the question of “fit,” 
and often said that while “a dum’ might be 
permitted, a wrinkle was unpardomabli.” The 
fashion then ran towards ygreat-beight in the 
head-dresses of soldiers; indced, they became 
86 excessively tall that the sentry-boresabout 
Royal Palaces had to have their roofs raiged. 
And there was rerly as much thought 
given to the hair of the men: under: ‘these 
monstrous erections. Wigs were once worn by 
soldiers, and thes’ were followed by an arrange- 
ment of the men’a own hair, generally in the 
form of a pigtail..
